George the Third, intituled, “ An Act to appoint Commissioners to i„ g Commif- 
“ inquire and examine, until the First day of August one thousand qu ; re as t0 
5 “ eight hundred and eleven, into the nature and extent of the 

« several Bogs in Ireland, and the practicability of draining and 
“ cultivating them, and the best means of effecting the same,” certain 
persons were appointed Commissioners to inquire and examine into 
the nature and extent of the several Bogs in Ireland, and the prac- 
i o ticability of draining and cultivating them : 

And whereas from Reports made by the said Commissioners, and Reports of 
laid before Parliament, in the years one thousand eight hundred and e rs to Pariia- 
ten, one thousand eight hundred and eleven, and one thousand eight ’^* 1 n 1 ^ a 1 n 8 ) { 0 ’ 
hundred and fourteen, it appears that there are many tracts of 1814 - 
It . Bogs in Ireland of very little value to the owners and occupiers 
thereof, but that the same are capable of improvement and cul- 
tivation, and that it would be advantageous to the persons in- 
terested therein, and would tend to the employment of the Poor, 
and would also be of public utility, if the said Bogs were drained 
2Q and improved : And whereas it appears further from the said Re- 
ports, that it would materially tend to such improvement if provision 
was made by Parliament for ascertaining the metes and bounds of 
the several portions of Bogs to which the proprietors thereof are re- 
spectively entitled, and if allotments of portions thereof were made 
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in lieu of rights of commonage of pasture thereon, and if the power 
of leasing portions of Bogs to tenants desirous of improving the 
same were extended and regulated ;

And be it further Enacted, That if any of the Commissioners to 
be appomted b, virtue of this Act, shall before the execution of all 
the powers and authorities hereby vested in them, die, neglect or 
refuse to act, or become incapable of acting in the execution of this

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Act, then and in every such case the surviving or remaining Com- 
missioner or Commissioners, or the clerk to the said Commissioners 
is and are hereby required within Thirty days next after such death,’ 
neglect, refusal or incapacity shall be known to him or them, or it 
5 shall be lawful for any proprietor of lands in the parish to certify 
the same to the said Lord Lieutenant, who shall thereupon appoint 
some other person to be a Commissioner in the place of each Com.

And be it Enacted, That if any Commissioner shall not attend 
at Three successive meetings of the Commissioners, unless prevented 
15 by illness or ether sufficient cause, such neglect shall be deemed 
and taken to be a neglect or refusal to act in the execution of this 
Act; and any Commissioner who shall refuse to act, shall forthwith 
give notice thereof in writing to the other Commissioner or Com- 
missioners, or to the clerk to the Commissioners. 

20 And be it Enacted, That no person shall be capable of acting as 
a Commissioner in the execution of any of the powers hereby given,' 
(except the power of signing and giving notices of any meeting, and 
of administering the Oath or Affirmation herein mentioned) until 
he shall have taken and subscribed the Oath or Affirmation fol-

shall be admitted as legal evidence: Provided always, That where 
only one Commissioner shall be appointed, then such oath or 
affirmation shall be taken before any Justice of the peace.

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And be it Enacted, That no person being a proprietor or occupier 
of lands in any parish in which such Bog or any part thereof is 
situate, or the agent, attorney, valuer or surveyor of any proprietor 
or occupier, shall be a Commissioner for the execution of this Act, 
or the clerk or surveyor to be appointed by them ; and no such g 
Commissioner shall be capable of being a purchaser of any part or 
parts of the lands tenements or hereditaments within any parish in 
which such Bog or any part thereof is situate, either in his own 
name or in the name of any person, for his own use and benefit, 
until Five years after the date and execution of the Award to be io 
made by the Commissioners ; and if any person shall act as a Com- 
missioner without taking and subscribing such Oath or Affirmation, 
or being such proprietor or occupier of lands, or such agent, attorney, 
valuer or surveyor as aforesaid, he shall for every such offence forfeit 
and pay the sum of One hundred pounds, to be recovered with full 15 
costs of suit in any of His Majesty’s courts of record in Dublin , at 
the suit of any person whomsoever. 

And be it Enacted, That all acts matters and things au- 
thorized and directed to be done and executed by the Commis- 
sioners, may be done and executed by any Two of them; and all 2 o 
such acts matters and things shall be as valid and effectual as if 
the same had been done and executed by all the Commissioners. 

And be it Enacted, That the Commissioners shall appoint some fit 
and proper person to be their Clerk, to assist them in carrying this 
Act into execution ; and also such other officers, servants and work- 25 
men as they may think necessary ; and may from time to time re- 
move such clerk, officers, servants and workmen, and appoint 
another or others in his or their stead, as often as to the said Com- 
missioners shall seem meet. 

And be it further Enacted, That the said Commissioners may, if 
they shall find it necessary or expedient, appoint some fit person to 
be their Surveyor for the purposes of this Act, and from time to 
time remove him and appoint another in his stead, as often as to 
them shall seem meet ; and it shall be lawful for the said Com- 
missioners to allow such surveyor for his time and trouble, any sum 35 
not exceeding the sum of One shilling per acre, for surveying, 
measuring, mapping or planning, or any sum not exceeding One 
pound for each and every day he shall be actually and wholly em- 
ployed, either in surveying, measuring, mapping or planning, and 
otherwise in the execution of this Act, in pursuance of the directions 40 
of the said Commissioners; which said sum of One shilling per acre 
or One pound per day shall be in full satisfaction for his time and 
trouble, and for all travelling and other expenses of every descrip- 
tion to be incurred by such surveyor in and about the execution of 
this Act.

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And be it further Enacted, That no person shall be capable of clerk's and 
acting as a clerk or surveyor in the execution of this Act, until he oath! 70 ” 
shall have taken and subscribed an Oath or Affirmation in the form

>5 Which Oath or Affirmation it shall be lawful for the said Commis- 
sioners or any one of them to administer, and they are hereby 
required to administer the same ; and such Oath or Affirmation so 
taken and subscribed by such clerk or surveyor, and also the Ap- 
pointment of every clerk or surveyor, shall be annexed to and 
20 inrolled with the Award of the said Commissioners, and a copy of 
the inrolment thereof shall be admitted as legal evidence ; and if 
any person shall act as a clerk or as a surveyor without taking and 
subscribing such oath or affirmation, he shall for every such offence 
forfeit and pay the sum of One hundred pounds, to be recovered with 
25 full costs of suit in any of His Majesty’s courts of record in Dublin, 
at the suit of any person whomsoever. 

And be it Enacted, That every Commissioner and clerk who commiffioners 
shall act in the execution of this Act shall be allowed and paid and Clerk, 
such sum as the said Lord Lieutenant shall direct, not exceeding 
30 the sum of One pound eleven shillings and sixpence each day he shall 
» actually attend and be employed as a Commissioner or clerk in the 

execution of this Act, or shall necessarily travel from home to 
attend any meeting held for the purposes of this Act, or when 
returning home after having attended such meeting, during the 
35 first Three years next after the first appointment of Commissioners 
- for such Bog shall have taken place, and after the expiration of the 

said Three years until the powers and provisions of this Act by such 
Commissioners and clerk shall be fully executed and performed,

the twenty-fifth day of March; and all meetings of less duration 
than Eight hours or Six hours, as the case may be, shall be charged 
as only half a day, and the said Commissioners, or the clerk to the 
said Commissioners, shall be paid accordingly; and a book shall 
be kept by the said Commissioners or their clerk, in which shall be to 
entered the several days on which the said Commissioners shall hold 
their meetings, in which book shall also be entered at what hour 
the said Commissioners and their clerk were respectively present at 
such meeting, and at what hour they respectively left the same ; and 
such book shall be signed by the Commissioners and their clerk at n 
the termination of each meeting, and shall be open to the inspection 
of any person interested, or his agent or attorney, or person au- 
thorized by him, during the several meetings to be held in pursuance 
of this Act, and all such persons may take copies of or extracts 
from such book without paying any thing for the same ; and it shall 20 
not be lawful for the said Commissioners to retain or pay themselves 
or their clerk out of any monies to be received by them or over 
which they may have any controul in the execution of this Act, 
any sum of money on account of the allowance by this Act directed 
to be made to the said Commissioners and their clerk respectively, 25 
beyond One third of such allowance as they shall be entitled to as 
aforesaid, until the expiration of Six calendar months from the dale 
of the Award of the said Commissioners, or in case the accounts of 
the said Commissioners shall be appealed against, then not until 
such appeal shall have been decided : Provided always, That in case ,0 
of the decease of any of the said Commissioners or of their clerk pre- 
vious to the execution of the said Award, the Commissioners for the 
time being shall, after the expiration of the period allowed for appeal 
against the accounts of the said Commissioners herein directed to be 
made and stated, pay to the executors or administrators of such 35 
deceased Commissioner or clerk, such sum of money as shall appear 
by the said accounts to be due to the said Commissioner or clerk. 

And be !t Enacted, That the Clerk of the Commissioners shall 
topt. and he is hereby required to enter in a book or books to be provided 

tor that purpose, an account of all monies whatsoever received from 
the proprietors or others during any such drainage or allotment, and 
also of all monies paid, laid out and disbursed by the Commissioners 
and of the several items thereof, which book or books of account shall 
he kept at the office of the said clerk, and be open at all reasonable 
times during the progress of the said drainage or allotment, and until 
ail the accounts shall be fmallysettled, audited and allowed, for the 

inspection 
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inspection ot any of the proprietors, their attornies or agents, or per- 
sons authorized by them, without fee or reward; and in case the said 
clerk shall neglect to procure and keep such book or books of ac- 
count, or refuse the inspection thereof to any of the proprietors, their 
5 agents or attornies, or persons authorized by them, at all reasonable 
times, he shall for every such offence forfeit and pay any sum not 
exceeding Ten pounds. 

And be it Enacted, That the Commissioners shall keep a journal 
of all their proceedings, and shall upon the completion of their 
io proceedings with respect to any Bog, or whenever thereto re- 
quired, certify and make return thereof to the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland. 

And be it further Enacted, That the first meeting of the said 
Commissioners may be held within the city of Dublin, or in any 
*5 other town or place in Ireland, as may be appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant as aforesaid, any thing herein contained to the contrary 
notwithstanding ; and at such meeting the said Commissioners may 
proceed, without any further or other notice, in taking the oaths 
hereby directed to be taken, in appointing a clerk and other officers, 
20 in directing the requisite notices to be given, and in making such 
other preliminary arrangements as they may think necessary for the 
further execution of the powers of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That at their first and all other meetings, the 
said Commissioners shall adjourn themselves to some other day, not 
25 exceeding One calendar month from the day on which such meeting 
shall be held, and shall cause notice of the day and place of such 
meeting to be given on some Sunday on the principal door of the 
church, and on the market-house or some other conspicuous place 
of every parish in which the Bog may be situated, and in some 
30 paper usually printed and circulated in the county, Ten days at least 
before such meeting: Provided always, That where the said Com- 
missioners shall proceed in the execution of this Act de die in diem, 
or at intervals ot not more than Seven days between each meeting, 
then no such notice as next before mentioned shall be given, but the 
35 said Commissioners are hereby required to give some notice, at their 
discretion, of their intention to continue acting in execution of this 
Act as aforesaid, and of the time and place of such meetings ; and if 
at any meeting two Commissioners shall not attend, except in such 
cases where only one Commissioner shall have been appointed to 
40 execute this Act, the Commissioner who shall be present, or if no 
Commissioner shall be present, the clerk to the said Commissioners, 
shall adjourn the meeting to the same place and hour on some 
other day, not exceeding Seven days from the day first appointed 
for such meeting, giving notice thereof to the absent Commissioner 
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or Commissioners, and when practicable on the church door and in 
some paper as aforesaid ; and in all such cases the absent Com- 
missioner or Commissioners shall not be entitled to or shall receive 
any payment for his next day of attendance. 

where to* be Enacted, That the Commissioners shall in holding their 5 

held. meetings have due regard and attention to the convenience of the 

several persons who may probably attend thereat ; and all meetings 
to be held by virtue of this Act shall be held within the parish in 
which the Bog or the part thereof to be drained and allotted shall 
be situated, or within Four miles of the boundary thereof; and in 10 
case the same shall be situated in several parishes, the Commis- 
sioners are hereby required, whenever the same shall be practicable, 
to hold their meetings within that parish to which the business to 
be transacted at such meeting shall particularly relate, or within 
Four miles of the boundary thereof; and no such meeting shall 15 
begin to be held later than Ten of the clock in the forenoon. 

And be it Enacted, That at such meetings the Commissioners shall 
proceed in the execution of their commission, and of the several powers 
hereby vested in them, and ascertain by the oaths or affirmations of 
such parties and witnesses as shall attend before them (which oaths or 20 
affirmations they or either of them are respectively empowered to 
administer) and by the examination of such maps and other written 
instruments as may be laid before them, and by their own inspection 
and examination of such Bog and of the lands contiguous thereto, 
and by all other such lawful means ways or methods as shall in their 25 
judgment be necessary and proper, shall inform themselves of what 
works may be necessary for the drainage of such Bog, of the metes 
and bounds of the several portions of such Bog wherein any person 
is seised or possessed of any estate, of the several rights and interests 
of any persons therein, and of all other matters and things necessary 30 
for the drainage and allotment thereof and for the due and faithful 
execution of this Act. 

A Survey (hail And be it Enacted, That a true, exact and particular Survey, ad- 
eraa £ ' measurement, plan and valuation of the Bogs so to be drained or 

allotted, and of so much of the lands within the parish as the Com- 35 
missioners shall think necessary, shall be made and reduced into 
writing by the Commissioners, or by such other person as they shall 
nominate and appoint, as soon as conveniently may be, and the 
number of acres and decimal parts of an acre in statute measure 
shall be therein set forth and specified ; and the said Survey, admea- 4 0 
surement, plan and valuation shall be kept by the Commissioners; 
and the person who shall make such Survey, admeasurement, plan 
and valuation shall verify the same upon oath or affirmation (which 
oath or affirmation the Commissioners or any one of them are

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and is hereby empowered and required to administer;) and the Proprietors 
proprietors and their respective agents, and all persons interested may lnfp,!a ■ 
therein, shall at all seasonable times have liberty to peruse and 
inspect such Survey, admeasurement, plan and valuation, and to 
g take copies thereof and extracts therefrom respectively. 

And be it Enacted, That any map or plan made under the direc- Maps madeby 
tion of the Commissioners of Inquiry appointed by virtue of the said ^f'inqufry 
recited Act passed in the forty-ninth year of the reign of his late ^ay^ufed 
Majesty, or any traced copy of such map or plan, or any general 
io survey of Ireland made under the authority of any Act or Acts of 
Parliament, may be used for the purposes of this Act, or the said 
Commissioners may use any survey, admeasurement, map, plan or 
valuation which they may think just and true and proper to be used 
for the purposes of this Act, without any new survey being made of 
15 such parts of the Bogs and other lands as shall be comprised in any 
such map or plan as aforesaid. 

And be it Enacted, That for surveying, admeasuring and valuing La n j s may be 
such Bog, and for other the purposes of this Act, it shall be lawful 
for the Commissioners or any person to be appointed by them, with ve y s > &c - 
20 their assistants servants and workmen, at any time or times what- 
soever until the award shall be made, to enter, view and examine, 
survey and admeasure all and every part thereof, and to do or cause 
to be done any act or thing necessary for putting this Act into 
execution. 

25 And be it Enacted, That for the purpose of draining such Bog, Draina£ , e 
the said Commissioners shall and they are hereby authorized, by 
such agents workmen and labourers as they shall think fit to em- 
ploy, to enter into and upon any lands or grounds whatever, and to 
form, make and erect, deepen, scour out, widen and improve all such 
30 rivers, streams, watercourses, cuts, drains, sluices, engines, bridges 
and other works in, through, upon or over any such Bog, or any 
part thereof, and in, through, upon or over any other lands in any 
parish in which the said Bog or any part thereof shall be situated ; 
and also in, through, upon or over any Bog adjoining or contiguous 
35 to the Bog so intended to be drained and allotted ; and also to 
deepen, cleanse, scour out, widen and improve any rivers, streams, 
watercourses, cuts or drains within any parish within which the said 
Bog so to be drained and allotted shall be situate, and to do all other 
things which they shall judge proper and expedient for effectually 
40 draining the same; and the Commissioners may in and by their 
Award, or by any writing under their hands in the meantime, ap- 
point any such person, and make such orders and give such direc- 
tions for carrying on, effecting and preserving such works, and for 
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maintaining, supporting and keeping the same in good and sufficient 
repair, from thenceforth for ever thereafter, (in case no Trustees 
shall be nominated for that purpose, as after mentioned) as the said 
Commissioners shall think proper, just and equitable ; and the Com- 
missioners shall make such recompense and satisfaction to any 5 
person in whose lands or grounds such cuts, drains, sluices, engines, 
bridges and other works shall be made, or who shall be prejudiced 
thereby or by means or in consequence thereof, or for the value of 
the grounds to be used for the purposes aforesaid, and all such other 
damages as he shall thereby sustain, as shall or may be agreed upon 10 
between the said Commissioners and the person who shall be preju- 
diced as aforesaid ; and such recompense and satisfaction shall and 
may be raised in the same manner as the other expenses for executing 
this Act, and shall be paid to such person and in such shares and pro- 
portions as the said Commissioners shall think just and equitable and 1 5 
shall order and direct, and shall be made and accepted in full satisfac- 
tion for all such damage as aforesaid ; and if the Commissioners and 
such person cannot agree concerning the amount of such damages, 
then the same shall be assessed, adjusted and finally determined before 
the Justices of the peace assembled at any general quarter sessions of 20 
the peace which shall be held for the county within which such da- 
mage shall arise, within Four calendar months after the said damages 
shall have occurred, Fourteen days notice in writing being given of 
such application to the Commissioners by the person complaining of 
such damage ; and in cUse such person prejudiced as aforesaid shall 25 
make oath that in his opinion or judgment such damage exceeds the 
value of Teu pounds, such Justices shall and they are hereby re- 
spectively authorized and required to charge the jury which shall 
attend at such sessions, or some other jury of twelve honest and dis- 
interested men, to be then and there empanelled and returned by 30 
the proper officer returning jurors for such court, without fee or 
reward, and shall cause them to be sworn, and truly on their oaths to 
assess the recompense to be made for such damages (which oath 
the said Justices ate hereby respectively required to administer,) 
to which jurymen the Commissioners and the parties complain- 35 
ing shall have their lawful challenges ; and the said jury being 
so charged and sworn as aforesaid shall, after evidence upon oath to 
them given of the nature of such damages, by their verdict assess the 
damages and recompense to be made for the same to such person 
prejudiced as aforesaid; and the verdict of the jury, and the judg- 4° 
ment of the Justices thereupon, shall be final, binding and conclu- 
sive to all parties. 



And be it Enacted, That the said Justices at the said general 
quarter sessions shall award such costs as to them in their discretion 
shall seem reasonable, and by their order and warrant to levy the 
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costs which shall be so awarded, by distress and sale of the goods 
and chattels of the party or parties liable to pay the same, rendering 
the overplus (if any) on demand to the owner or owners of such 
goods and chattels, after deducting the reasonable charges of such 
5 distress and sale ; which determination of the said Justices shall be 
final and conclusive on all parties concerned, and shall not be re- 
moved or removeable by certiorari or any other writ or process what- 
soever into any of His Majesty’s courts of record at Dublin or 
elsewhere. 

io And be it Enacted, That at such time and place as shall be Commiffion.
